To the Inhabitants of the town of Raymond, in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs.

You are hereby notified to meet at Odd Fellows Hall

10. To see if the town will vote to aet in conjunction 
with the town of Deerfield, to discontinue the Cilly road,

mittee to investigate the feasibility of establishing a town 
forest, and make recommendations at the regular town 
meeting in March, 1925.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of Raymond. 


Gentlemen—We have been very free from conta- 
gious diseases for the past year. No cases of measles or 
scarlatina have been reported and but three cases of 
diphtheria have been reported. No epidemics, as all 
cases were confined to one or two houses. 

Our sewerage problem is as heretofore reported. I 
think the inhabitants, as a whole, are awakened to the 
fact that sanitary surroundings are very necessary to the . 
health of the individual. <A few eases of violations have 
been reported and abated. Our water supply is still 
good. The last chemical analysis was extremely gratify- 
ing. While we may sometimes ‘be obliged to move the 
location of the wells I think that, in view of the fact that 
we have no trouble whatever with any disease that could. 
possibly be traced to the water supply we ‘can afford to 
' wait awhile before attempting any radical change. 

I would eall the attention of the officials to the fact 
that they should be doubly sure that there are no leaks 
at the source and that the standpipe should be cleaned as 
often as deemed expedient. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the Sehool Board: | 


Herewith I have the honor te subnut my third annual 
school report for the year 1925-2924. 


Spring Term of 1923 

The spring term of 1923 was a busy one. The main 
activities were: studies, plays, athletics and getting ready 
for graduation. ate 

From the point of view of victories the Raymond high 
school base ball team was not a howling sueecess. It was 
from the point of view of sportsmanship. This is as 
it should be. The Raymond high school ts primarily an 
educational institution. May the time never come when 
brawn will usurp brain. 

~ As usual both junior and senior graduation took 
place. The junior graduation occurs at the end of the 
tenth grade; the senior at the end of the twelfth. 

Several members of the tenth grade were not 
eraduated because having come from other schools, ‘had. 
not met the requirements of the Raymond junior high 
school. No school can maintain an acceptable standard 
either before the state board of education, or the higher 
institutions of learning, if pupils with incomplete work 
are allowed to graduate. 

All,the graduates of the senior high school went 
either to normal school or to college. This speaks well 
for home, for town, for school. Our graduates have 
made good at Plymouth, and at Keene Normal Schools3. 
at Boston University, at Bowdoin College; at Tufts Col- 
lege! and at New Hampshire University. Next spring the 
College Entrance Certificate Board will renew our privi- 
lege of sending graduates to college without examination. 
for three years. This indicates that our graduates re- 
ceived the necessary background to enable them to do. 
efficient normal school and college work. 
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Like other towns some changes have oceurred on the 
teaching staff. We have new teachers in the Primary and. 
the Intermediate Schools; in the principalship of the high 
school, and in the Commercial department. They are alk 
worthy and valuable successors of the efficient staff of 
previous years. 


The Fall Term 


My ehief tasks of the fall term were: to organize the 
various schools; assign the various teachers to their re- 
spective duties; secure the necessary books, supplies and 
equipment for the several schools; and to start the ma- 
chinery going. With the assistance and cooperation of 
all the teachers, the organization has run smoothly, and 
things-point to the successful completion of another year. 

Education week has now become a permanent insti- 
tution throughout the country. In compliance with the 
spirit of the event, the occasion was observed by the Ray- 
mond schools for the second time. I arranged a suitable 
program with the various schools, and presented it before 
a large audience in the Congregational church. 

During this term I gave standardized tests m the 
Primary, Intermediate, and Grammar schools. The test 
used was the Stanford Achievement Test which measures 
ability in: Paragraph, Sentence and Word meaning; 
Arithmetic computation and reasoning; Nature Study 
and Science; History and Literature; Language usage: 
Spelling. 

After the tests were scored, I talked over the resulis 
of every pupil in a personal conference with every 
teacher. We discussed the points of strength and of 
weakness in particular, in order that both teacher and 
pupil might cooperate in bringing the scholar up to 
grade. 

As a result of these tests, in a few cases, we have re- 
classified the pupils. In some eases pupils have been put 
ahead, in others put back. ; 


40 

Similar tests will be given in the spring. Then by 
eomparing the results we will have some basis of com- 
parison, and be able to determine what has and what has 
hot been accomplished for the year. This method of 
procedure will give us facts upon which to base our ideas 
and judgments given to the public regarding the pro- 
ficiency of our schools. On the evidence of the results 
given in the fall I can state that the majority of our 
pupils are up to grade now, and that at least ninety-five 
per cent of the ones who are not, will be up to grade by 
next June. 


The greater number of backward cases is due to 
natural eauses. However, we will do our best to aid 
‘ ae ¢ * . * pr . » 
backward pupils overcome thei difficulties, and defi- 


c1rencies. 


The Winter Term 


During this term I have given standardized tests in 
the high school. The tests given are: the Ruch-Popenoe 
General Science Test given to the seventh and the eighth 
grades; the Henmon Latin test given to all the Latin 
pupus, and the Henmon French test given to all the pupils 
taking French. 


The seventh and the eighth grades were found 
slightly below standard in General Science; at the time 
the test was given. This situation is partly due to the 
fact that some of the subjects taken up in the test have 
not been covered by the course we have given, and conse- 
quently the pupils did not have the necessary information 
to answer the questions. This matter was taken up with 
the instructor. We are taking steps to clear up diffieul- 
ties by reviewing the subjects which pupils have failed 
to understand, and by taking up the subjects which at 
the time of the test had not been taught. When the next. 
test in this series will be given in the spring we hope to 
find our pupils up to standard. | 


4] 


The results secured from the Latin and Freneh tests 
indicate that sufficient progress has been made in the 
subjects at the time of the year when the tests were 
given. 

{ gave the Woody Arithmetic test to the members of 
the tenth grade. It was given without previous an- 
nouncement or preparation. Out of seventeen pupils 
who took it, thirteen showed sufficient proficiency in the 
subject, four were slightly ‘below, 

Fully as good results were shown in a spelling test 
given to the same grade, under the same conditions that 
they took the Arithmetic test, mentioned above. 

In November a uniform test in spelling was given to 
nearly five thousand children representing the eighth 
grades in all New Hampshire public schools. The test 
had been in many city school systems in the country, 
where an average of 74% was realized. The average for 
the state of New Hampshire was 67.42%. Seventy-three 
towns and cities had an average of 75%. The Raymond 
eighth grade came out with an average of 77%. 

The tests I have been talking about are devised by 
educational experts who, through scientific investigation 
know exactly what the pupils of every grade should be ex- 
pected to know and do. The results of such tests are a 
good indicator of both achievement and failure. They 
help educators to locate weak spots in their educational 
systems, and then to apply the remedy. 


School Activities 

I have always believed that public speaking is an 
art which should be cultivated by boys and girls. Every 
high school pupil this year has been required to appear at 
least once before the high school after the opening exer- 
cises and recite from memory some worth while selection. 
The pupils were divided into groups and assigned to the 
various teachers to receive special training for this pur- 
pose. Five boys and five girls who showed the best re- 


42 
sults were chosen as a prize division. They will engage 
in a prize speaking contest during graduation week. 
This will be a new feature of the ‘closing week of the high 
school, 

The editor of The Raymond Messenger has kindly 
agreed to give us considerable space for the pubheation 
of the best stories, and themes written im our Enelish 
classes. This is an inspiring reward for excellence in 
English composition. 

A beginning has been made this year to have school 
socials followed by dancing. It is my belief that properly . 
supervised socials of this character for the school e¢hil- 
dren exclusively are superior to similar affairs elsewhere. 
Parents should use their influence with their children to 
have these events take the place of other amusements, at 
least for the week in which the school social oecurs. 

Through the efforts of the headmaster and leading 
citizens and boys of the town a good sum of money has 
been realized by public subscription for the improvement 
of the athletic field. We now have one of the best fields 
in the state. This is an addition to the school and the 
town 

In response to my plea in last year’s report, and at 
graduation last June, for money to give to pupils in the 
form of prizes for excellence in scholarship, five dollars 
has been promised by Mr. Charles Armstrong of this 
town. I have also received thirty dollars from a source 
that does not wish to be made known, to give In prizes of 
five dollars to the pupil from each of the six upper classes 
in the high school who attains the highest average in the 
different studies which he takes for the year. These 
prizes will be awarded at graduation. We should like 
more prizes for excellence in public speaking, in eom- 
position, or for any other purpose intended by the giver. 

Conclusion 

Let me emphasize what I have recommended in pre- 

vious years for more room and equipment. We have

reached a point where something must be done in.the way’ 
of expansion, m order to relieve the present congestion in 
our building. In the primary room alone this year we 
have had to take care of fifty-four pupils. 

_In order to reap any benefits from the annual medical 
inspection it behooves every parent with children having 
physical defects to heed the doctor’s advice for the physi- 
eal improvement of the child. A parent who allows his 
ehild to grow up with defective breathing, poor eye sight, 
disterted limbs, and so forth, is guilty of an unpardonable 
sin. . Any parent who cannot afford the expense to have 
his child treated or operated on for physical ailments 
would do well to communicate with the Superintendent 
of Schools. He ean enlist the help of people who ean pro- 
vide your child with expert care. 

Enough eases of small pox oceur thruout the state 
every year, not to mention the rest of the country, which 
ought to make a parent hesitate before sending his chil- 
dren to a crowded school room, without having first re- 
ceived the benefit of vaccination. 

_ Every parent who keeps his child at home when the 
child ought to be in school, is teaching a poor lesson in 
citizenship, and at the same ‘time depriving the child of 
his birthright. 

Training children for citizenship is the greatest and 
most sacred industry. Every worthy citizen will respond 
with head, heart and hand, for the upbuilding of that 
greater America of the future; the HOPE OF HUMAN- 
1 

I am thankful for the fine support given to our pub- 
lic schools, for the increasing interest of the community, 
for the loyal response to duty of every teacher, and for 
the happy and smiling faces of the Raymond children.

During the remainder of the School year the work of 
Wood Inlaying will be taken up in Grades VII and VIII 
and several new projects will be undertaken.

As School Physician of the Town of Raymond, I beg 
to submit the following report: . 

I find the pupils, on the whole, in splendid condition. 
I think that the system of school inspection is bearing 
fruit by interesting the children in their personal ap- 
pearance, and general health. They are all neat and tidy 
and are following our instructions as to what a child ean 
do to keep himself in good condition. 


I have endeavored to eall the attention of the pupils 
to the defects that in my opinion eall for immediate at- 
tention. 

Vaccination has been attended to much better than 
heretofore. I find the pupils very orderly and show evi- 
dence of the skillful supervision under which they are 
working. 
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As to the important diseases, viz., Malnutrition, Scro- 
fula, Tuberculosis, I find none. I think we have reason 
to congratulate ourselves on the general appearance of 
the future generation. With our fine location, splendid © 
buildings, fine corps of teachers, I feel that we are pro- 
eressing in a very satisfactory manner. 

I would advise for several reasons, that a more suit- 
able place be furnished for the pupils to eat their lunch 
than in the basement.
